THE CINCINNATI HORROR,
DETAILS OF THE TERRIDLE APFAIR—IHNFFI-
CULTY IN IDENTIFYING THE REMALNS,
Full reports of the burning of Pestering
& Ou's, cigar box factory, by which six em-
ployes lost their lives, as glesned from our
Ulneinnati exchangesshow that the building
was erected sbout & year ago, nnd as con-
structed was nothing but a man-trap. The
engine room, where the fire ariginated, isin
the rear of the building, and vear it an ele-
vator runs from the top of the building 1o
the bottom, and there is o plane leading from
the fourth stary to the engine room, through
which all swwdust, fine pleces of wood snd
chips were dropped, and it was in this de-
bris that a spark fell, The fames flashed to
the top story, where sbout twenty girls were
were employed, The poor things had ot a
mument's warning of the terrible catastrophe
wod the first intimation they recgived that
beneath them were huogry, roaring, and de-
vouring flumes was their entravce through
the ftovrs and windows,  Blinded and near-
Iy suffocated by smoke, and slmost ainting
from the intense heat, they rushed in fran-
tie terror to the windows on either side of
the bullding; but their escape was impossible
A to jump to the ground was almost certain
death, The stairways were ablaze, and all
bope by this means was abandoned. Three
men in Wheatly’s place, next door, ran w
tha rear,, aud, looking up to the Same-en-
veloped building, beheld seven or eight im-
prisoned girls standing at and in the wind-
ows, wringipg their bands in terror and be-
mch!ng help, their vuices sounding loud
and clear above the din and confusion of
mukliug flames and the noiss of the excited
orowd. Soon the floor gave way snd three
girls were seen o throw their arms up and
fall through to the gmund floor. When their
bodies were afterwasds recovered not a shred
uf ¢lothing remained by which their friends
could tell who they were, A large number
were seriously and more fatally wounded.

SA¥ AxTO¥10, August 13.—A very seri-
otts oecurrence at Rio Grande City, on the
river of that name, is fally deseribed in the
fullowing report of Muajor Price, of the
United States eavalry, commanding at Ring-
gold Barracks, to Gen, Ord:

Rixaanun Barracks, Aogust 11, 1877, —
General Ord,  Commanding  Department of
Teras, S Awtonio :—Ein—The following
im0 copy of the dispaton forwarded by me to
the Miyor of Camargothe contents of which
will inform you of a deplorable affair which
recently nocurred here :

“Rixoaorn Barnacks, August 10— 7o
the Mayor of Camargo:- Sir—This morn-
ing, between one and two o'clock, the coun-
ty juil of this cuunty was attacked by a well
organized party of twelve or filteen men who
came from Mexico sometime nluriug thie
night of }'!‘hh‘ﬂ]lly. They liberated two des-
perate crininnds.  The party broke into the
smi nnd opened fire upon every one in the
immediate vicinity, mortally wounding the
colinty attorney, Mr, Noah Cox, and two
Jattlors, snd seversly beating one other jailor
and o woman, Two of the prrty were fecog-
nized by nume.  The one L i fllgllhu from
juil, mod the other is a resident of Camnrgo,
Mexico,

“The prisoners who were thus liberated
are named Begunda Garza and Rudelpho
Espendzeda,  The latter claims to be a cap-
tain under Escobedo, Such a brutal gutrage
agninst the laws und public peace demands
and desrves to be punished with the utimost
rigor of the luw, The aid partios sra (rom
Mexieo, aud they hnve returncd sgain to
shield thomspives I request you with &
feeling of turaony wodd fur w presstvation of
good order that the culprits mny be appre-
hended and delivered (0 me s souh s poss
sible,

Y1 have to inform you that it is my ill-ll{
arrest not only the escaped prisoners, but
wlso their liberators, I expeet thut yon will
nswist me in (his matter, In the event that
1 cannot receive your assistance [ shail he
obliged to pursiie their path with my whole
foree until 1 find them,

“Yon will parYon me for tronbling you <o
soon but it becowes my dn:}! to take this se-
tion in ordee that peace and tranguilivy may
e preserved, Hoping that you will reply
a8 #0on 44 you can, I remain,

Having torwarded this letter to its desti-
nation [ wok an escort of two men with the
sherifl und bis deputy snd crossed over to
the town of Camurgo. I found the munici-
pal wuthorities assgmbled at the court house,
word having renched them that the U nited
States firces wers crossing the river. They
professed u desire to capiure the raiders, and
sent n conmission to wrrest all the avners of
forry bogts on their ide of the river nad s
susd wn onder to the chicf’ of police fur the

The depurtment commander informs your
correspondent that be considers this too se-
rious a matter for thy ncting loeal command-
em upon cur border to manipulate, and
Lience e hna referred it to the state and gen-
eral  government  suthorities.

Itis the story of the Custol mbsacte over
wenip, without aoyedecing featnee and harde
Iy nomy of pomlore to lghten the sombre
tale.  Giomers] Terry ser ont on the cimpaign
sgaindt Sittiog Bull and met o powerful
brmve and stagotic foe on o battleground of
his own choosing. Custer’'s brave soul dis-
dained thoughts of privlence and eation, and
his life paid the peoalty of his rashness,
The army had barely enough mon lelt 1o get
back to reinforcements. That Genernl How-
atd's campaign againat the Ner Perces conld
have any better ending was almost hoping
ngninst hopo. Had he been conduetivg &
Moxly and Bankey movemant or o Murphy
temporanco revival his egotistical and despi-
ciblo bulleting might have been less ont of
place.  But he was purkuing the hravest nnd
the strongest tribe of Tndians in the couns
try, throngh a rogion with which they wore
thoroghly Familiar, it2 eonfurtuation such
that they could chioose theie ground so that
one man wight well stand agninst o tlonsand.

At last he learns that Joseph i ready to sur-
render, and while he hastens to infirm  the
War Department and an anxious public whom

Brave Genernl Gibbon pushed abead with

his little eommunnd, pumbering less than lalf
n regimeit—152 wen all told—with Howand
thirty-six or forty-eight hours in the réar.
Coming np with the Indinns at night he left
a guard with the teansportation, and at day-
light he was at the Indian eamp, The volun-
teers fived at an Indion going sfter the hor
ses, and this little fores wenkened still fr-
ther by losing the guned left with the triin,
chinrged into the camp,  Heownrd was bohind
thew with 750 men, but the fite of Custor
had no warning for them., Thoey rachind in
single-handed, eharged upon the Toidges and
were repulsedl.  The fighting continued all
duy and ended Dy the troaps holding thelr
own. Buot they had gained nothing; they
bad Jost Jnoman for every Indian that bit
the dust, and were entively cat off from their
supplies, having neither food, clothing nor
medicnl attendance.
General Howard is  primarily responsible
for the sacrifice of these men. The soldiers
who had won Jaurels on nobler fields only to
lny them down on' the proiries in o vain con-
test with savares, wers lost because we hoad
not o general in Howard's place, 1t was on
Weidnesday that Gibbon's foroe attacked the
tunin body of the Indians. Howard, with the
main body of the pursning force, was so far
in the rear that he had not heard of the bat-
tle when a courier left on Friday. General
Howard must answer for moving in this
straggling way. Then General Gibbon must
render an nccount for the foolhardiness which
led him to risk the attack that he did with
reinforcemonts alost two days march in the
rear, assailing a force quite as great as his
own in aeamp with patural defenses and on
n battle-ground  chosen by the enemy. The
whole sad affuir i only another of'the many
lessons  that we have learned with stripes and
sores, that Tndiuns must be fought in their
own way., They donot attack by rule nor
defend in accordance with Upton.

A Call for Investigation.

Referring to the labor troubles in the Uni-
ted States. the London Daify News of a re-
cent date says :
“Though the worst may be over, as re-
gards violence, it will be important to learn
how it is over, and whether violence and
riot will be allowed to celebrate a triumph
over law and to carry off the spoils of vieto-
ry. It will be interssting to sscertain, too,
in what proportion the rioters consisted of
native and in what proportion of forelign
workmen, Something of the [uture pros-
perity of the United States is involved in
that question. Whether the authors and
contrivers of the strike were workmen and
trades unlonists, or whether the instigators
came from other quarters is o matter which
will need investigation when peace is re-
stored. Such an interruption of traffic wnd
the means of locomotion a2 is usually the
aceompaniment of war has separated some
of the most lwportant cities of the nation,
Thongh the trade and profits bave boen in
purt diverted W other lines on which & strike
did not take place, vet, apart from the inju-
¥ to person and property, and the murder-
ous destruction of buman life, the balance of
inconvenience and trouble cannot be estimu-
ted. The matter will, it may be hoped, be
sifted to the bottom.

It is well that the gen-
erai government should be strengthened, and
thete ean bo no doubt that it will be,  Bnt
the immediate duty of good citizens is at
their own doors, for the imbecility of our lo-
cil governments is at the root of the present
disorder, It was primarily their duty to
deal with the rioters, and had they been
generally in a condition for prompt snd vig-
orous action no general disturbance could
hiave oceurred.  1f West Virginia had been
able to assert her authority st the beginning
of the unlawl interfercunce with the run-
ning of trains it probably would have gone
no further, Had the mayor of every muni-
cipulity which has been threatened with dis-
order thrown himself into the front with all
the organized force of the locality snd ealled
upon the citicens of the place to support
him, we do not believe there is a town in
the ecountry in which rioters could bave
muintained control for twenty-four hours.
Hudl the sherifls of every county disturbed
by disorderly strikers and the scoundrels
who followed in their wake called upon the
community to sid him in enforcing the law
and led the way in the task, no railroad
truing need have been delayed—no property
destioyed.  If our civilization is not a fail-
ure, the idle, the vicious, the luwless in
every town and city must be a smull minor-
ity, and in & minority easily controlled by
the well-to-do intelligent and law-abiding
elements, if only the latter ure led by men
and not by demagogues or figure-heads.
In most of the cases whore riot was immi-
nent in old and well-governed municipalities
it was suppressed ; where it raged unchecked
the calamity may in most cases be traced to
the wenkness of the locul autherities.”

At Columbus, Ohio, Gustavus Swickhard,
Allen Dagrue, Jacob Cook and Delorm
Bavghman, farmers, whose ages range from
twenty-two to forty-one, have been commit-
ted for murder in the first degree in conse-
quence of the fatal termination of injuries
received st their hinnds, it is alleged, of Lew-
is Hehiffler, nleo & farmer, in o fight at o
pienie at Rocky Fort.

A terrible conflagration in Wisconsin last
week started in the woods destroying several
towns und villages.

Where in the morning there waz a thriv-
ing town, bYefore many hoursa had passed
there were no more than thres houses left
standiog to wark the village site, Nothing
was saved 5o far as to household possessions;
the women and children barely escaping
with their lives and the clothes they ware.
In many instances these were so burned and
torn s to be of comparatively little service
in the matter of protection,

Large numbers of eattle and several families
were burned,

Louis A, Godey, esq,, the veteran and
necomplished founder of Godey's Lady's Book
has withdrawn from that publication, having
solil the material and good will to a company
to be known as Godey's Lady’s Book Pub-
lishing Company. Mr. Godey conducted
the magazine during a period of forty-seven
years, Heisnow 71 years of age, and in
inflrm heslth,

A hottle was picked up s fow days ago
near Quebec containing & paper with the
words; “Whoever finds this bottle let them
tell our families we are burning to pieces on
stenmship ‘Picton.' I must run. I cannot
suy no more” The paper was scorched and
much decayed. [t had no signature or date.
The steamship ‘Picton’ left Quebec on the
14th of November, 1878, All that was ever
found of her was some of her spars and
other pieces of the wreck.

Lists of the killed and wounded in the
conflicts between the mobe and the militany
are published. From these it appears that
there were killed at Reading twelve persons,
wounded twenty-two; at Baltimore, killed
nine, wounded forty-one ; at Pittsburg, kill-
el fifty, wounded sixty-five; at Chicago,
killed thirteen, wounded twenty-five. Total
killed, eighty-four ; wounded, one hundred
and fifty-three.

Although shut up within four walls, with
& death-warrant hanging over him, Jack
Kehoe does not despair of his life yet. He
auys: “I can eat more now than ever I
could, Of course I am falling off in flesb
though this is from confingment and lack of
exercise, But I ean't complain. I am bet-
ter off than many are outside, ns I hear; [
have plenty to eat.”” His case comes before
the Bupreme Court in October next. He
confidently expects relief, becuase the oth-
ers tried for the Langdon murder got off in
the second degroee.

A hunter in the woods of northern Mich-
igan fell into an old mine hole or well re-
cently. He was badly bruised, but his cries
attrncted attention, and ho wis drawn ont
with & rope. An exploration of the hole
was made the next day, and a human skelp-
tan was found ot the bottom in s witting po-
pition. Investigation left no doubt that it
was the skeleton of w man who had [allen
in and perished of starvation. Murks on
the side of the excavation showed where he
had tried o cut steps, and his rusted gon
was found near the top, An old almanae
for the year 1866, taken from the remaing
of his clothing, rendered it probable thut he
meot his fate in that year.
